Reason For Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a surface shape recognizing sensor device, 
as recited in claim 1 among other things the device comprising: The closest prior art 
Morimura et al., (US. 7,062,075 B2) discloses surface shape recognition sensor 
device. Morimura et al., (US. 6,556,935 B2) discloses small shape recognizing 
capacitive sensor device. Sato et a!., (US. 7,123,026 B2) discloses surface shape 
recognition sensor and method of manufacturing the same. Kalnltsky et al., (US. 
6,987,871 82) discloses electrostatic discharge protection of a capacitive type 
fingerprint sensing array. However, Morimura, Sato and Kalnltsky fails to teach a 
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second electrode formed on said substrate so as to be insulated and isolated from said 
first electrode; and a potential controller which controls a potential of the surface of the 
object via a capacitance formed between said second electrode and the surface of 
the object by controlling a potential of said second electrode, as recited in claim 1, the 
prior art of record fails to teach either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or 
render the above limitations obvious. 
Claims 1-17 is allowed.
